and  if  such  approval  shall  be  given,  then  such  resolution  and 
approval  shall  be  advertised  \n  the  Manitoba  Gazette,  am\  on 
the  expiration  of  two  months  from  such  advertisement  the 
article  named  in  such  resolution  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a 
poison  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  and  the  same  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  or  such  of  them  as  ma^' 
be  directed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council.  C.  S.  M.

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  any  poison  named  in  the  Poisons,  how 
first  part  of  Schedule  A either  by  wholesale  or  retail,  unle.ss 
the  box,  bottle,  vessel,  wrapper  or  cover  in  which  such  poison 
is  contained  be  distinctly  labelled  with  the  name  of  the  article 
and  the  word  “Poison”  and,  if  sold  by  retail,  then  also  with 
the  name  and  address  of  the  establishment  in  which  such 
poison  is  sold ; and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  any  poison 
mentioned  in  the  first  part  of  Schedule  A to  any  person 
unknown  to  the  seller,  unle.ss  introduced  by  some  person 
known  to  thesellei’;  and  on  every  sale  of  anj'  such  article  the 
person  actually  selling  the  same  shall,  before  delivery,  make 
an  entr}'  in  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  form  set 
forth  in  Schedule  B to  this  Act,  .stating  the  date  of  sale,  the 
name  and  address  of  the  purchjiser,  the  name  and  (juantity  of 
the  ai’ticle  sold,  the  purpo.se  for  which  it  is  stated  by t he 
purchaser  to  be  required,  and  the  name  of  the  penson,  if  any, 
who  introduced  him,  to  which  entry  tlie  signature  of  the 
purchaser  shall  be  affixed.  C.  S.  M.  c.  9,  Div.  5,  s.  187,  part ;

PENALTIES  AND  PROSECUTIONS. 

Any  person  transgi’essing  any  of  the  pro\-isions  of  this  Penaitj  for 
Act,  or  selling  any  poison  in  violation  thereof,  .shall  for  the  onhw 
first  offence  incur  a penalty  of  not  less  than  twenty’  dollars 
and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  jind  co.sts  of  pi-o.se- 
cution,  and,  for  each  offence  committed  subse<|uent  to  such 
conviction,  a penalty  not  le.ss  tlmn  fifty  dollars  and  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  and  the  co.sts  of  prosecution, 
to  be  recovered  by  summary  conviction  before  any  two 
justices  of  the  peace,  one  of  whom  may  take  the  information 
and  issue  the  summons,  or  before  a Police  Magistrate,  one 
inoiety  to  belong  to  the  prosecutor  and  the  other  to  the 
Trea.surer  of  The  Phai-maceutical  Association  of  the  Province 
of  Manitoba  for  the  use  of  the  Association.  In  default  of 
payment  and  of  sufficient  distress,  the  defendant  shall,  for  the 
first  offence,  be  liable  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  two  months,  and,  for  each  sub.sequent  offence,  for 
any  term  not  exceeding  four  months.  Every  prosecution 
under  this  Act  shall  be  commenced  within  six  months  from 
the  date  of  the  alleged  offence.

and  under  the  seal  of  the  said  Association,  showing  that  he  is 
entitled,  shall  be  prinut  facie  evidence  that  he  is  so  entitled.

surgeons  by  any  of  the  Acts  relating  to  the  practice  of 
medicine  and  surgery  in  this  Province,  and  they  may  be 
registered  as  Pharmaceutical  ( hemist.s  witliout  uni.lei'going 
examination,  upon  comjjlianec  with  this  Act  and  the  by-laws 
of  the  Association  in  all  other  resjiects,  and  thereaftei’  they 
shall  lie  subject  to  the  reipiirements  of  this  Act ; nor  shall  it 
prevent  any  person  whatever  from  selling  goods  of  any  kiml 
to  any  jierson  h'gally  authorixi*d  to  carry  on  tiie  busine.s.s  of 
an  apothecary,  chemist  or  druggist,  or  the  ]jrotession  of  a 
doctor  of  medicine,  physician  or  surgeon  or  veterinary  surgeon, 
or  to  jirevent  the  members  of  sucli  prufession.s  sujiplyiug  to 
their  patients  .such  medicines  as  they  may  reipiire  ; and  upon 
the  decease  of  any  per.son  legally  authorized  and  actually 
carrying  on  the  business  of  chemist  and  druggist  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  executors,  administra- 
tors or  trustees  of  the  estate  of  such  person  to  continue  such 
business  so  long  only  as  such  laisiness  shall  be  hova  fidf' 
conducted  l>y  a Pharmaceutical  Chemist  registered  under  this 
Act.

the  like  effect,  together  with  the  titles,  diplomas  and  qualifica- 
tions conferred  by  any  college  or  body,  with  the  tlates  thereof, 
nf  all  persons  appearing  on  the  register  as  existing  on  the  day 
<jf  puldication  ; and  such  register  shall  be  called  “The  Mani- 
toba Pharmaceutical  Register,”  and  a copy  of  such  register 
for  the  time  being,  purporting  to  be  so  px'inted  and  published 
JUS  aforesaid,  shall  be  priimi  facie  evidence  in  all  Courts  and 
befox’e  all  justices  of  the  peace  and  others  that  the  persons 
therein  specified  are  registered  according  to  the  provisions  of 
this  Act ; and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  sub-section  (1).)  of 
this  section,  the  absence  of  the  name  of  any  person  from  such 
registi^r  shall  lyrima  facie  evidence  that  such  person  is  not 
registered  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.
